Half 
of those people were killed while walking and biking. What's worse: collisions are the 
number one cause of death for kids in Los Angeles. Our most vulnerable populations are at 
risk. But together, we can raise awareness and promote smart solutions that help prevent 
further loss of life.

on traffic safety, which is supported by eight community-based traffic safety campaigns 
taking place throughout the month of June. We're also working on 95 miles of street 
improvements that will begin to address locations with the highest rate of severe and 
fatal crashes in Los Angeles. 

There is so much hard work to be done, and we must do it together. We hope we can count on 
you to get involved and help get the message of Vision Zero out to your community.

SAFER STREET IMPROVEMENTS 


We're excited to share just some examples of our progress improving LA streets in the last 
few months. Here are just a few of the upgrades we've made: 
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New high-visibility crosswalks installed on 3rd St. between Vermont and Normandie. 
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New speed feedback signs have been installed all over the Vision Zero Priority 
Corridors.These signs will tell drivers their speed in real time, helping to guard against 
inadvertent speeding. We're also piloting a new tool, shown in the above video, which 
links the speed feedback sign to the traffic light ahead. When speeders are identified, 
they trigger the light to turn red. So travel the speed limit out there! 
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A new "All Red" signal phase at Thomas Starr King Middle School in Los Feliz. We changed 
the signal timing in front of this school to ensure children can cross the street in 
safety, without having to dodge turning cars.
